ded with 1047 the Baptiſt: ſo ſaith Chriſt,The Saw 
and the Prophets continued untill lobn the Bap- 
tiſt *; and the gift of Prophelie vnder the new 
Teſtament began with Chriſt, the chiefe of Pro- 
phers, and ended with 19þz, who wrote the Re- 
velation, containing all memorable things to be- 
fall the Church of God, or enemies thereof to the 
end of the world : For howſgeuer I will not tye 
the ſpirit of God, bur hee may ſh at his pleaſvre 
endue with this gift; and 1/tin Martyr ſpeaketh of 
Prophets in his time (who lived ſome fortic

Moſes abſence, the people cauling Aaron to make 
a golden calfe, which they worſhipped, God told 
Moſes whata great (innethey had committed ,and 
' addeth, Now therefore let me alone, that I may con- 
ſume them, and 1 will make of thee a great nation; 


| and Moſes beſought the Loyd, and he repented of the 


evill which ke thought to doe to his people®. I anſwer, 
that betwixt that toMoſes; and this to leremie_, 
there is a great difference; for howſoever that be 
delivered to Moſes in the Imperative as well as 
this, yetthat carrieth the face of a milde inſtruRi- 
on, and intimatethr, that it was in Meſes power to 
give leave, or to let God : ſo as Moſes receiveth 
thereby encouragementto pray.
